Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  and  the  year 
1957  shows  steady  progress  in  the  field  of  environmental  health.  The 
number  of  pail  closets  has  now  been  reduced  from.  36  to  6 and  during  the 
year  over  100  waste  water  closets  were  converted.  The  old  prejudice  of 
burst  pipes  in  outside  T7.C. * s is  declining  and  it  is  clear  that  many 
more  conversions  will  be  carried  out  during  the  next  few  years. 

Intensive  publicity  is  now  required  to  enlighten  the  public  and 
industrialists  on  the  need  for  a cleaner  atmosphere  and  some  thought 
has  been  given  to  organising  lectures 3 film  shows  and  possibly  an 
exhibition  relating  to  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

The  Rent  Act  1957,  which  came  into  force  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  has  resulted  in  some  houses  being  repaired,  but  this  legislation 
which  is  cumbersome  and  controversial  has  not  had  the  desired  effect  of 
adequately  repairing  large  numbers  of  dwellings. 

I wish  to  thank  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  support  and  I should  also  like  to  thank  the  officials  and  staff  for 
their  assistance  during  the  year.

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One  clearance  area  in  Queen  Street  was  represented  for 
demolition,  the  area  comprising  of  nine  houses.  The  clearance 
of  low  standard  houses  has  become  unavoidably  slow  due  to  the 
financial  difficulties  of  re-housing, up  to-date  38  houses  have 
been  demolished.  Work  under  the  Housing  Acts  has  been  curtailed 
due  to  the  Housing  Rents  and  Repairs  Act  and  the  Rent  Act  1957, 
and  the  repair  of  houses  has  now  become  largely  a matter  between 
landlord  and  tenant. 

Many  of  the  tenants  cannot  adequately  describe  the  repairs 
required  and  this  may  unfortunately  lead  to  essential  work  being 
patched  instead  of  a substantial  repair  or  renewal  being  carried 
out.  The  powers  of  the  Local  Authority  are  however  not  altered 
by  the  New  Rent  Act  and  it  may  well  be  that  statutory  action  under 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  will  have  to  be  invoked  at  a 
later  stage. 

Prom  October  1957  to  March  1958,  24  applications  were  received 
for  certificates  of  disrepair.  17  undertakings  were  accepted,  and 
4 certificates  were  issued.
